For FFY 2010, 829 districts had 
students with IEPs enrolled. One 
hundred thirty-one of these districts 
were identified as having a significant 
discrepancy in the rates of 
suspension/expulsion of greater than 
ten days for at least one racial/ethnic 
group. Of the 131 districts, 93 were 
newly identified and 38 had been 
identified using the previous 
methodology. One hundred seventeen 
districts were excluded from the 
calculation because they had fewer 
than 30 students with an IEP enrolled. 
 
Based on the Monitoring Selection 
Criteria, the OSE conducted 35 on-site 
reviews and 22 desk audits and 36 
state verified self reviews of these 
districts’ policies, procedures and 
practices related to the development 
and implementation of IEPs, the use 
of positive behavioral interventions 
and supports, and procedural 
safeguards to ensure compliance with 
the Individuals with Disabilities 
Education Act.
